Nor 
can they transport soldiers and officers 
of a belligerent or attempt to break any 
blockade which may be lawfully estab- 
lished and maintained during the said 
wars without incurring the risk of hos- 
tile capture and the penalties denounced 
by the law of nations in that behalf.

Cables From America 
to Europe Are in 
‘Danger of Being Cut 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4. 
LTHOUGH all the cables be- 
A tween the United States and 
Europe are protected upon 
the high seas by international 
treaties and agreements, they are 
entirely within the jurisdiction of 
European Governments when they 
reach soundings within the three- 
mile limit on the other side. With- 
in that limit they may be cut at 
the pleasure of the Government 
controlling the territory at the 
terminal. 

The fact that many of the cables 
are privately owned would not 
prevent them being cut, officials 
here believe, although interna- 
tional agreements provide severe 
penalties. In the necessities of war, 
they point out, a belligerent coun- 
try probably would cut a cable if 
it acerued to its advantage and 
pay the penalty afterward.

Krohzpring Wilhelm Saiis With Coa) 
and Sea Stores. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—The destination 
of the steamer Kronprinz Wilhelm o' 
the North German Lloyd Line, which 
left this port last night with a cargo of 
coal and miscellaneous stores, was 4 
subject of speculation in marine circles 
today. 

The steamer after clearing Sandy 
Hook, had only her running lights burn- 
ing and was headed in a southerly direc- 
tion instead of northeastward, which is 
the usual course for steamships bound 
for Europe. 

The southerly route taken and the fact 
that the steamer had about 2000 tons 
more coal than she would need to cross 
the Atlantic besides sea stores, led to 
reports that she was going to sea to 
transfer supplies and fuel to the German 
cruisers Dresden, Straasburg and Karls- 
rhue, which have been reported as hov- 
ering in American waters. 

The departure of the Wilhelm, it was 
feared in some quarters, might involve 
the United States in a neutrality con- 
troversy, but authorities agreed that

part, and expressing the opinion that 
Great Britain, if it appreciates the sit- 
uation, will declare war at once, Rear 
Admiral Alfred T. Mahan, retired, rec- 
ognized as an authority on naval af- 
fairs, advanced in an interview here 
the theory that Italy will be compelled 
to enter the ficht against Austria and 
Germany. 

Admiral Mahan regards Germany's 
actions as inexcusable, and thinks the 
Kaiser’s absence from Berlin, when Aus- 
trian presented her ultimatum to Servia, 
was intended to deceive. He speaks of 
the ‘‘aggressive insolence’’ of Austria’s 
ultimatum, and says its character, In 
view of Servia’s concessions, indicate 
that the real cause of the war is other 
than set forth by the ultimatum.“ 

Knowing how Russia would view the 
act, says the Admiral, it is incredible 
that Austria would have taken the steps 
she did take, unless assured in advance 
o? the consent of Germany. 

The inference is irresistible that the 
substance of the ultimatum was the pre- 
text for a war already determined on, 
as soon as plausible occasion offered,” 
says the Admiral, who then asserted | 
that this pre-determination was due to 
the growing strength of Russian since 
the Russo-Japanese war, and the in- 
creasing Slav power in the South. 

Germany Must Hasten. 

Great Britain now finds herself, the 
Admiral continued, in the position of 
Prussia in 180, when she allowed Na- 
poleon to strike down Austria, and was 
herself struck down at Jena a year 
later, or in the position of France in 
1866, when she allowed Prussia to crush 
Austria, to be overwhelmed herself in 
1870. The Admiral continued: Ger- 
many’s procedure is to overwhelm at 
once by concentrated preparation and 
impetuous momentum. If she fails in 
this, she is less able to sustain pro- 
longed aggression, as was indicated in 
the Franco-Prussian war during and 
after the siege of Paris. 

“The British fleet, which is superior 
to that of Germany, the Admiral con- 
tinued, “has the power to prevent all 
commerce under the German flag, and 
can blockade all the rivers properly 
German. 

“Should the first German rush prove 
inteffectual, or be prolonged, he holds, 
Great Britain has the power to deter- 
mine the issue, or can force the Ger- 
man fleet to flight. 

But if Germany succeeds in downing 
both France and Russia, she will gain 
a respite on land, which will enable 
her to bring her sea force to an equal- 
ity with that of Great Britain. 


America Interested. 
In that case,“ he said, the world 


will be confronted by the naval power 
of a state not, like Great Britain, sated 
with tefritory, but one eager and am- 
bitious for expansion, eager also for 
influence. This consideration may well 
affect American sympathies.” 

The Admiral continues: 

“In my judgment, a right apprecia- 
tion of the situation should determine 
Great Britain to declare war at once. 
Otherwise her entente engagements 
whatever the letter, will be in spirit vio- 
lated, and she will earn the entire dis- 
trust of all probable future allies. 

“Italy likewise owes it to herself 
to declare war against her recent al- 
lies. In co-operation with France and 
with Greece, reinforced by the two 
American battleships just purchased, 
she can doubtless maintain the balance 
of maritime power in the Mediterranean, 
prevent the Turks giving their expected 
support to Germany, keep quiet the Bul- 
garians, if these are so ill-advised as 
to purpose a diversion in favor of Aus- 
tria, and, in brief, consolidate the op- 
position of the Balkan States to Aus- 
tria-Hugary, whose ambitions are notor- 
lously inconsistent with those of Italy.“ 


Expects Britain to Win 
Word may be expected at any minute 


of a great naval engagement between 
the German and the British fleets. the 
Admiral said, adding “And we should 
expect the British fleet to win.“ 

The Kiel canal, he went on, will be 
used in German naval strategy. The 
Germans must strike immediately, he 
says, for fear of blockade. He does not 
believe the suggestion that Germany 
might demonstrate with her fleet in 
the Baltic is tenable, and says nothing 
could be accomplished there. The Rus- 
sian fleet he classifies as negligible, 
and under modern conditions, he adds, 
no nation can afford to waste its na- 
val operations against fortifications. 

The most important of the tests of 
the modern theories of warfare, which 
win result from the present conflict, 
Admiral Mahan thinks, will be that of 
the increased efficiency of submarines 
and torpedoes, He believes the British 
fleet is now in the North Sea, just out 
of range of submarines. The mooted 
question of the comparative efficiency 
of big guns will be thoroughly tested, 
he thinks.

STABBED 


GERMANY CHARGES 
CZAR AND FRANCE 
BEGAN HOSTILITIES 


“White Book” Says Russia In- 
vaded Fatherland Before 
War Was Declared. 


TELEGRAMS PUBLISHED 


Emperor Nicholas Says His Peo- 
ple Must Protect Servia and 
Themselves. 


BERLIN, Aug. 4—Responsibility for 
the war in which Germany, Russia and 
France sre now engaged is placed 
squarely upon the shoulders of Em- 


peror Nicholas in the White Book issued 
by the German Government and given 
prominence in the press today. While 
negotiations looking to a peaceful way 
out of the difficulties were pending 
Russia, it is charged, invaded Germany 
and a few hours later Prance opened 
hostilities. 
The German Emperor, it is set forth, 
in response to the suggestion from Lon- 
don and the appeal of the Russian mon- 
arch, was using his influence at Vienna 
to satisfy Russia regarding the inten- 
tions of Austria in Servia, but in that 
very hour Russia was mobilizing her 
army. 

Ultimatums Were Sent. 
After a fruitless appeal to Emperor 
Nicholas to abandon his warlike prepa- 
rations and so avert a peril to civili- 
gation, the German Government, on the 
afternoon of July A. instructed its Am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg to give no- 
tice that Germany would mobilize un- 
less Russia suspended her military 
measures inside of 12 hours. At the 
same time, France was given 18 hours 
in which to declare whether she would 
remain neutral in a war between Rus- 
sia and Germany. The White Book 
continues: 
“The Imperial Ambassador in St. 
Petersburg made the comniunication en- 
trusted to him to M. Sazonoff (the Rus- 
sian Minister of Foreign Affairs) at 
midnight on July $1. After the time set 
for Russia had expired without the re- 
ceipt of an answer to our question, His 
Majesty, 
Aug. 1 ordered the mobilization of the 
whole German army and the imperial 
navy. 
“The Imperial Ambassador in St 
Petersburg had meanwhile received a 
commission to communicate to the Rus- 
sian Government a declaration of war in 
the event that the Russian Government 
should not give a satisfactory answer 
within the period allotted it. But before 
a report of the execution of this com- 
mission had arrived Russian troops 
crossed our frontier on the afternoon of 
Aug. 1, and advanced on German terri- 
tory. From this time on Russia has 
furthered the war against us. 
In the meantime the Imperial Am- 
bassador in Paris had placed the in- 
quiry with which he was commissioned 
before the French Cabinet at 7 p. m. 
on July 31. On Aug. 1 at 1 o'clock in 
the afternoon the French Prime Minister 
communicated an ambiguous and unsat- 
isfactory answer, which gave no clear 
idea regarding the attitude of Franoe 
as the author confined himself to declar- 
ing that France would do what her in- 
terests bade her to do. 

“A few hours later, at 5 p. m., the 
mobilization of the entire French army 
and navy was ordered. On the morning 
of the next day France opened hostili- 
tles. 

Germany Blames France. 
A further official communication re- 
garding French acts of hostility against 
Germany was published here last night 
It said: 

“The German troops hitherto have 
obeyed the orders given by the German 
commanders not to cross the: French 
frontier. French troops, on the con- 
trary since yesterday have made sev- 
eral attacks on the frontier posts with- 
out any declaration of war having been 
made. , 

‘The French have crossed the fron- 
tier at several places in spite of the 
fact that the French Government a few 
days ago informed us that it would not 
infringe on the unoccupied zone of six 
miles from the frontier and since last 
night companies of French troops have 
been in the occupation of a number of 
German villages. 

“French army aeronauts have been 
flying over Baden and Bavaria yes- 
terday and today throwing bombs, and 
have violated Belgium neutrality by 
flying over Belgian territory into the 
province of the Rhine in an effort to 
destroy our railways. : 

“In this way France has opened the 
attack upon us and has established a 
state of war, which has compelled the 
German Empire to take defensive meas- 
ures for the security of its territory.” 


Cuar’s Message to Kaiser. 

The Russian Emperor July 31 sent the 
following telegram to the German FEm- 
peror: 

“I thank thee from my heart for this 
mediation, which leaves a gleam of hope 
that even now all may end peacefully. 
It is technically impossible to discon- 
tinue our military operation, which has 
been rendered necessary by Austrian 
mobilization. We are far from wishing 
for war and, so long as negotiations 
with Austria regarding Servia continue, 
my troops will not undertake any prov- 
ocative action. 

“I give thee my word upon it and I 
trust with my strength in God's grace 
and hope for the success of this media- 
tion at Vienna and for our countries 


“In answer to thy appeal to my 
friendship and thy prayer for my help: 
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the Emperor, at 5 p. m. on

Representatives of 98 Roads and 
60,000 Engineers and Fire- 
men Assure Peace. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Peace in the 
railroad world west of the Mississipp! 
River for the next 18 months at least 
was assured early today when repre- 
sentatives of 89 rallroads and 60,000 en- 
gineers and firemen signed an agree- 


ment to submit their differences to arbi- 
tration. 

It was the culminating act in efforts 
of the Federal Board of Mediation to 
avert what President Wilson character- 
ized as a national disaster,“ and fol- 
lowed the President's appeal to the rail-

They agreed to arbitration under a 
plan already approved by the medi- 
ators and the employes, although they 
realized, and President Wilson pointed 
out, that all the merits of their case 
could not be considered.

The questions to be submitted to the 
board are the original demands of the 
employes contained in their communica- 
tion to the railroads last October. Coun- 
ter claims of the railroads are with- 
drawn. The wage schedules and work- 
ing rules in effect last October are re- 
stored, and they cannot be adversely 
affected, so far as the employes are 
concerned, by any award of the arbitra- 
tors.

President Sends Nomination to 
Senate and It Is Referred 
to Commitee. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4—Frederic A. 
Delano of Chicago, president ot the 
Chicago, Indianapolis & Louisville Rail- 
way (Monon Line), has accepted a place 
on the Federal Reserve Board. 

The nomination was sent to the Sen- 
ate by the President this afternoon 
and was referred to the Banking Com- 
mittee. 

The nomination is for the place for 
which the name of Thomas D. Jones of 
Chicago was withdrawn after opposition 
to his confirmation developed in the Sen- 
ate.

Delano is a financier and railroad 
manager. After being graduated 
from Harvard he entered the Burling- 
ton Railway shops as a mechanic and 
rose to be general manager of the 
line. He became president of the Wa- 
bash and later of the Monon System. 
He served for some time as a con- 
sulting. engineer for the War De- 
partment in Philippine railway con- 
struction.

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ONE GOOD TURN DESERVES ANOTHER. 
Managers of railroads west of the Mississippi 
River gained popular favor for their plea for 
higher rates by granting higher wages to their 
engine men. 

A railroad has only one thing to sell—its serv- 
ice. There is no question but the demand for 
the service of the Western roads has been uncom- 
monly light for a year past, and bids fair to be 
even lighter for some time to come, unless a way 
can be promptly found to get American foodstuffs, 
eotton, oil, metals and lumber carried from Ameri- 
can seaports to foreign markets.

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SENSE IN NAVIGATION POLIOY. 

The most sensible navigation act ever passed 
by Congress went through the House under the 
stress of a necessity that admitted of no tem- 
porizing. 

It must not be supposed that the archaic law 
which gave American shipyards a monopoly by 
virtually denying American registry to any vessel 
built abroad has been in force up to this time. 
For some months American registry has been open 
to all foreign-built ships five years old, on com- 
pliance with certain conditions. The House 
amendment removes the five-year proviso and 
modifies requirements as to the number of Amer- 
icans to be employed as officers and members of 
tho crew. This will greatly reduce the cost of 
operating ships under the United States flag. 

At the same time the Senate passed a Dill 
authorizing the use of naval vessels in merchant 
service. The Government has a number of war- 
ships whose employment in this service is prac- 
ticable. The demonstration of value for peaceful 
purposes will increase the popularity of our costly 
navy. 
That we should be practically isolated from the 
rest of the world and our enormous foreign trade 
biockaded simply because, having practically no 
transoceanic shipping of our own, the service fur- 
nished us by rival maritime powers has been cut 
off on account of a war is a disgrace to the coun- 
try with the greatest coastline of any country in 
the world. Under the spur of a crisis Congress 
does some of its best work.

PANAMA CANAL A TIME-SAVER.

The new Panama-Pacific steamship line 

will be established next year by the In- 
ternational Mercantile Marine Co. Two 
big vessels, each of 22,000 tons, will be 
assigned to it in the beginning, sailing 
every three weeks between New York 
and San Francisco.

GRANITE CITY.—A housekeeper says:

Imports of Over $1,000,000 a 
Day Cut Off, While Ex- 
ports Are Halted.

NEW YORK, Aug. e Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
toda „Says: 
ith ngland’ s financial markets 
keeping the ‘arbitrary holiday, which 
Parliament has fixed to run until next 
Friday, and with the continental mar- 
kets in a state of suspended action, 
there was today no news from the out- 
side financial world to give a clew to 
the next development. On our Own mar- 
kets the interest of the hour was divert- 
ed from the banking and currency sit- 
uation—where pre tions for all even-

“That problem is at.the moment more 
interesting and intricate than any which 
the country has been called upon to 
face in a century past.
